DR, HUMPHRE)'S LETTER, 
[ Continue d.) 

You intended him, perhaps, for a missionary to 
the heathen; and bis desires and yearnings all 
along, have corresponded with your wishes, But 
by helping him too much, you have disqualified 
him for the work, and thus deleated your own ob- 
jeet. You have taken care that no storm should 
beat upon him—that no obstacle should be left in his 
path—that no great effort to sustain himself should 
be demanded, His habits are all of the passive 
kind. And how, with such training, can he take 
his life in his hand, and go to Savage lands, and en- 

| counter ignorance and stupwity and hate, and meet 
all the exposures and privations and discourage- 
ments of the missionary service? As well, almost, 
might you expect the delicate house-plant to endure 
the vertical fires of an African sun—or the tropical

Ifheis aman of the right spirit, (wren 1 all 
| along suppose to be the case,) it may be, that urg- 
ed by his conscience, and influenced by your wishes, 
he will go. But what share of resolution can he 
| be expected to carry along with him, when trans- 
| ferred from your books, to the meagre and precari- 
| ous subscription list of a few scattered families in 
| the wilderness? How much more difficult will he 
| find it to sustain himself, and how much less good 
| will he be likely to do, than if he had been obliged 
| from the first, to depend in a great measure upon 
his own exertions. How much better had it been 
for him, and for the cause of religion, to have put 
him upon the cheap and plain fare of his own earn- 
ing, at least for a part of the time, than to have 
placed him in the best boarding houses. 

Or, if your beneficiary settles down in some small 
and feeble parish near home, how is he to make 
himself and tis family comfortable upon a scanty 
salary, When he has been so many years unlearning 
all those lessons of economy, which necessity taught 
him betore he began to study? How much less 
strength of character will he possess, and how 
much feebler will be the impulse of all his move- 

ments, than if he had been required to struggle 
| with s#rious difficulties in the progress of his edu- 
| cation? 
j Phat there may be exceptions to the natural ten- 
| dency to such a system of charitable education, as 
| is contemplated in the preceding outline, | readily 
admit. But the natural tendency of the system 
} can neither be denied nor changed. What hap- 
| pens in one case, will happen in another—will hap- 
penina great majority ol cases, where young men 
are taken from the vale of poverty and carried gra- 
tuitously through their whole classical and theolo- 
gical course. Consequently were this system to 
prevail, it would, in my opinion, be exceedingly det- 
rinental to the cause of religion in our country. 
Outof every hundred beneficiaries thus brought 
into the , hhinety, at least, would be essen 
| tially injured by the compressing and neutralizing 
influence of too much assistance. And this, ata 
time, when the church ts beginning to look chiefly 
to the benefic ry ' past rs and 
matter.

| the entire gratuitous education of beneficiaries, so 
injurious!y aflect their character and usefulness? 
My first answer is, that many whose parents 
have ample ability to educate them, are required, 
and wisely too, to do more, and to struggle harder 
in making their way through College, than is gen- 
eta SU} posed 
| My second answer is, that the case of a son dil- 
fers materially, in many respects, from that of a 
beneficiary;—so that what is barely sufficient to 
give a healthful stimulus to the former, would in 
most instances be injurious to the latter. In one 
case, the boy grows up with expectations of ade- 
quate assistance, so that his head is in no danger of 
being turned by his receiving it; whereas, in the 
other, the change is too sudden to be safe—the 
change from toil and indigence and discouraging 
prospects, to ease and independence. ‘To receive 
entire and unexpected support from acharity fund, 
isa very different thing from taking that at a fa- 
ther’s hand, which the son has been taught to rely 
upon from his earliest remembrance. While the 
ten, or twelve hundred dollars which the child re- 
ceives in his education, helps to impart strength and 
independence to his character, an equal amount, 
given to a beneficiary, would be likely to have the 
contrary effect 
My last answer is, that in educating poor and 
pious young men for the sacred profession, we 
ought not to rest satisfied with imparting to them 
| that strength of character, and qualifying them for 
| that degree of self-denial, which are ordinarily 
| found in the ministry. The peculiar state of our 
| country and of the world demands higher qualifica- 
tions; and such qualifications, as by the blessing of 
God upon their measures, Education societies may 
| be greatly instrumental in creating.

J.M. M. was awfully profane, and had econ- 
tracted habits of dissipation. He regarded those 
who were attentive to religious duties, sometimes 
with pity and sometimes with contempt. He 
thought they were meanly surrendering their lib- 
erty to the fanatical whims of women and priests, 
and from such a surrender every feeling of his 
proud soul revolted. His estimation of the Bible 
may be inferred from the fact that, although he 
had been several years the head of a family, he 
had never had one in his house: and he never 
went to church except to hear some preacher 
who had a high reputation for eloquence. <A 
friend persuaded hii to come and hear Mr. . 
Divine truth appeared to him to be presented in 
/ anew light, and he was so interested that he did 
not need much persuasion to come again. By 
this time he had the conviction that he must be- 
come a Christian; but he thought he had beenso 
long and so outrageously wicked, that it would 
require a long time to make him a Christian.— 
While in this state of mind, he was introduced 
to the minister, who, in conversation, convinced 
him that the gradual change by which he was 
seeking to become a Christian, was a snare of the 
| devil to ruin his soul, and that it was his immedi- 
ate duty to submit to God, and to trust inthe mer- 
its and the grace of Clirist for salvation. He now 
felt more and more the pressure of obligation to 
obey the Gospel ; to break off from every sin, and 
to commence the practice of every known duty. 
His convictions were brought to a crisis by a dis- 
course which he heard from these words: “My 
heart is fired, O God! my heart is fired!” From 
that hour his heart was fixed in love to the Sa- 
viour, and ina firm resolution to devote his life 
to the service and glory of God. He went home, 
and after relating to bis wite the change which had 
taken place in his mind he said, “We must now 
| serve the Lord:” and that night he commenced 
holding family worship. 
He had a friend with whom he was in habits 
| of the closest intmacy, and with whoin had spent 
many days and nights of dis-ipation and revelry. 
He said to his friend, “R——, if you will not go 
with me, we mnust now separate, and our intimacy 
must cease.” R. was persuaded to go with him 
to several religious meetings. But he had been 
educated in the Roman Catholic school, and this 
created peculiar difficulties. The light, however, 
penetrated his mind, and his conscience became 
burdened with a sense of guilt. He was directed 
tothe B.ble. He read and prayed: he confined 
himself at home: bade his worldly business keep 
at a distance, until he had settled the more mo- 
mentous concerns of hissoul’ssalvation. He was 
visited hy the pastor, who took much pains inex- 
plaining to him the doctrine of atonement.
